Wh en th e disease tirst makes its np 
pearance its spread can h e prevented, 
iccording to a statement recently giv­ 
en out by J. H. Murph y of th e Rtepb- 
uson County Farm Improvement as­ 
sociation. Th e h ogs sh ow 
symptoms 
wh ich 
clearly 
distinguish 
ch olera 
from any oth er infection Th o animals 
fail to come up to feed or refuse to 
at. Th ey h uddle togeth er in pens or 
aests and wdtold like to h ide beneath 
sh e bedding. Th ey are 
stiff, do not 
care to move about and wh en walking 
th ey stagger; 
wh en standing 
th ey 
lean against each oth er or some con­ 
venient post or oth er place. 
Th ey 
h ave a h acking cough , a sticky s ub ­ 
stance oozes from th e eyes and 
th e 
skin may become red. Very often th ey 
are affected with constipation 
o r di ­ 
arrh ea, a fever is present and h ogs 
die with in a few days. 
In order to prevent th o 
introduc­ 
tion of th is disease into th e h erds, it 
is advisable to adopt careful meth ods 
of prevention. 
Quarantine all h ogs 
brough t on th e farm for four weeks. 
Keep away from infected farms and 
keep tne h ogs away from contam inat­ 
ed streams. Feed a laxative diet and 
keep th e trough s, 
yards and 
pens 
clean and disinfect th em occasionally 
with quicklime. If th e disease makes 
its appearance in your h erd or in your 
immediate neigh borh ood, h ave a vet­ 
erinarian or some experienced person 
vaccinate your h ogs by 
th e sertwn 
alone meth od. 
If ch olera h as already gotten into 
your h erds, sell all well h ogs wh ich 
are ready for m a rke t and th us 
p r e ­ 
vent th e spread of th e disease to th e 
h ealth y animals. Gall a competent vet 
erinarian immediately to give th e ser­ 
um treatment. It is very advisable to 
burn carcasses of dead h ogs promptly 
and also all rubbish wh ich th ey may 
h ave contaminated. Th e surest ineth 
od of keeping th e animals well is to 
keep th eir surroundings clean and dis 
infect th e yards and pens occasionally 
with quicklime. Keep th e h ogs from 
dirty wallows and use every precau­ 
tion to prevent th e spread of th e dis­ 
ease from your neigh bor's h erds into 
your own or from yours into th ose of 
oth er farms.

It goes out under the common brands of this country of which 
the best 
known is It. A: E. 1 herefore 11. & I*,, js not and has not always been canm 
sugar. Also every one that is very old has used beet sugar under the brand' 
of H. & E. There is no difference between good beet sugar and cane sugar. 
The V. S. Chemistry Dept, says it is absolutely impossible to tell properly 
refined beet sugar from the cane sugar. Curtis Brothers, 
Rochester, New 
York, the great eastern fruit fanners, say if any difference it is in favor of 
the beet sugar. The Iowa Agriculture College say its 
keeping quality 
In 
fruits, jellies and jams is absolutely the same as other sugar. 
This state­ 
ment is made by them after experiments with all known fruits. We have 
yet to see any statement from any sugar concern that says cane sugar is 
better than beet sugar. Nobody as far as we know says so hut 
the unin ­ 
formed merchant and the misled public*. The trouble has come from a few 
poorly' 
refined lots of beet sugar finding its way onto the market, but it 
is because it is poorly refined, not because it is made from beets. 
Poorly 
refined cane sugar would give the same trouble.
